This is one of the proposals which the Legislative Council 


tax committee Friday agreed to submit for consideration at 
the special session of the Legislature starting April 20. The 
committee also agreed with the principle, as suggested earlier 
by Gov. Robert Crosby, that if enacted it be a replacement 
for state property taxes. 


Details of this proposal will be 


Worked out by attorneys for the 
Legislature and the 
office of 


Attorney General C. S. Beck 
and submitted^ to members of 
the committee for final approval 
by Sen. Otto Liebers, committee 
chairman. 


M i n i m u m 
of replacement 


•would be property levies for the 
state general fund. 
The com- 


mittee will decide later %vhether 
it will be extended to include 
present 
special levies. 
Also 


awaiting later consideration is 
determination as to how any 
balance above state needs should 
be used. 


Other Proposals 


The governor in his original 


proposal for amendments to the 
taxation and revenue sections of 
the Constitution suggested with- 
out recommendation that provi- 
sion be made that if a sales or 
income tax should be passed 
that it replace all property tax 
levies for state use. 


At the present time the state 


general fund levy is 3.90 mills 
and the special levies 1.85 mills, 
not counting a so-called state 
levy by which counties raise 
revenue to pay cost of main- 
taining patients needing care for 
mental disease. 
The committee also agreed. to 


introduce bills calling for a vote 
on four of the other five amend- 
ments proposed by the governor. 
The committee would not en- 
dorse the governor's proposal for 
a homestead exemption amend- 
ment However, it was under- 
stood that he could submit it to 
the Legislature. 
Proposals which the committee 
ill sponsor include: 
1. Appointment rather 
than 


election of county assessors. 


2. A tax commission rather 


than the present board of equal- 
ization composed of elected offi- 
cials. 
. 
•3. Exemptions of personal prop- 


erty from taxation. 
4. Change of the uniformity 


clause that requires all classes of 
property to be taxed on the same 
basis.

All of the four proposals will 


be permissive in nature and will 
take passage of laws by the Leg- 
islature to make them effective. 
Recommendations on the laws to 
be enacted will be the subject of 
further study by the committee 
between now and the January- 
regular session. 


Many technical legal snarls 


have to be unwound before the 
exact language of the proposed 
amendments can be submitted 
to the Legislature. Particularly. 
a way must be found for assess- 
ment^ railroads, now on a state- 
wide basis, and how the levies 
for mentally ill can be met.

Dulles, accompanied by his 


three top-ranking European and 
Far Eastern aids, will leave by 
special Air Force plane Saturday 
night from the military air ter- 
minal, arriving in London late 
Sunday. 


To demonstrate White House 


backing, Dulles is scheduled to 
talk over the critical Indo-China 
picture with President Eisen- 
hower at a White House confer- 
ence Saturday 
at 8:45 a.m.

very cool and very steady, but 
he was sure a mess to look at. 


When we got to him one of his 


pants legs had been torn nearly 
off by the brush and barbed wire 
he had hit during the chase. His 
legs, arms and face were all 
scratched up too. A part of the 
posse, a group of about 20 farm- 
ers and ranchers, first caught 
sight of him in a ravine near 
Sparks. They were coming up 
out of the creek with him when 
we got there. 


They set up a shouting and 


honked car horns to attract us 
when they spotted him. Appar- 
ently, he was trying to double 
back on the searchers at the 
time. Gransinger told us he had 
been lying in hiding in the brush 
for quite a while, watching the 


hunt. I suppose he was watch- 
ing us when the farmers spotted 
him. 


(A Springview man told The 


Star that Gransinger was cap- 
tured within an hour after the 
footprints were 
first 
spotted. 


Soon after two members of the 
posse spied 
the 
prints, 
they 


heard someone splashing: in the 
creek. 


(They followed him less than 


half a mile down the creek bank. 
When they ran out of the trees 
into the open, he was nabbed by 
the officers.) 


The piece where Gransinger 


was captured was about'15 miles 
away from the scene of the fatal 
shooting of Patrolman Hansen 
late Thursday night. And this is 
darn rough country for anyone 
to move very far in. I think it 
must be about the most beautiful 
country I have seen, but it sure 
is rough, with lots of undercover, 
trees and ravines. 
Gransinger was calm enough 


when we brought him in, in fact 
he was very cool and steady. He 
wouldn't tell us a thing. There 
was no gun on him when we 
found him, and he wouldn't say 
anything about what happened 
earlier. 


The country around where we 


found him is so heavy that we 
just had to literally beat the 
trush to turn anything up. In 
fact, we had been over the same

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AFL Asks 4]/2 Billion Cut In Personal Income Taxes 
Revision 
Hearings 
Started

American Federation of Labor 
called on Congress to cut per- 
sonal Income taxes 
about

crease public purchasing power.

- Arthur A. Elder presented the 
labor organization's recommen- 
dations to the Senate Finance 
Committee, 
which 
has

started hearings on a general tax 
revision

passed 
by

House March 18. 


Elder, an AFL 
tax 
expert, 


advocated reducing the normal 
tax rate from 20 per cent to 10 
on the first $500-of net taxable 
income as the first step toward 
further tax relief. He said this 
would save taxpayers an esti- 
mated 
two billion dollars a 


year, 
helping 
those most in 


need. 


2K- Billion Saving 


Then. Elder continued. Con- 


gress should grant a $100 in- 
crease in exemptions to each 
taxpayer and his dependents if 
at all possible. This would save 
taxpayers about 2^ billion dol- 
lars a year, he estimated. 


Democrats tried to write the 


$100 exemption increase into the 
House bill last month, but were 
defeated on a close vote of 210- 
204. 
President Eisenhower had 


denounced the Democratic plan 
on radio and television as un- 
sound election year politics. 


One member of the Senate 


committee, who declined to be 
quoted by name, predicted that 
the group would reject any fur- 
ther cut in income taxes at this 
time. On the basis of the present 
lineup in the committee, he said, 
a vote on the issue might be 10- 
5 or 9-6 in opposition. The Sen- 
ator added that a worsening of 
e c o n o m i c

New Government Corn Sale Policy Is Adopted 
Will End 
Private 
Competition 


A new policy for the sale of 


government-stored corn to take 
the federal government out of 
competition with privately oper- 
ated grain elevators'has been an- 
nounced by the state office of the 
Agricultural S t a b i iization and 
Conservation Committee. 


The ASC will sell some 14 mil- 


lion bushels of corn stored in 1948 
and 1949 at a reduced rate but 
will limit the sales to warehouse- 
men or elevators. Corn consumers 
or users will no longer be per- 
mitted to buy the federally stored 
grain. 


Previously, corn was sold to 


anyone at the government binsites 
at the same price it was selling 
from the private elevators. This 
was described by state ASC of- 
ficials as "direct and unfair com- 
petition to warehousemen. 


The new policy also contains a 


provision for the protection of 
feeders or users. Elevators will 
be limited to a 3 cents a bushel 
markup in the price they pay for 
the corn delivered to them from 
the binsites. 


Wjth this markup, said ASC of- 


ficials, the grain should sell to 
feeders at the same price as corn 
acquired by the elevators from 
other sources. 


To get the 1948 and 1949 TOP 


back into the same general area 
from which it came, sales at the 
binsites will be limited to elev?- 
tors within a 10 mile radius of 
the sites. 


Before It Spoils 


The reduced price on the 


grain was made so the crop 
could be moved out. This move- 
ment 
was deemed essential to 


get the corn to feeders before 
it deteriorates and to make room 
for, storing the new crop. 


In accordance with the Agri- 


culture Department, the 
corn 


will be sold at local market 
prices, prices paid producers by 
elevators, but at not less than 20 
cents* a bushel below - the local 
1953 price support rate for No. 3 
yellow corn. 


If the selling price dropped 


the full 20 cents, it would be at 
about the same level as the corn 
was purchased under the 1948 
and 1949 support prices. Tnus, 
the only government loss on the 
corn would be the cost of storing 
the crop, calculated to be about 
6 cents a bushel per year."

'Some Criticism Of Schools 
Is Justified/ Says Professor

"There's a great deal of public 


discontent with the public schools 
and it's about time that the pro- 
fessors of education realize that 
some of this criticism is justi- 
fied." 


Dr. Arthur E. Bestor Jr., Uni- 


versity of Illinois history profes- 
sor, said in an interview with 
The Lincoln Star that the "great 
majority" 
of teachers, 
school 


principals and parents agree with 
his theory that a sound education 
in the fields of English, history, 
mathematics, science and foreign 
languages is preferable to a "life 
adjustment" or vocational train- 
ing type of education. 


'Not Classical' 


"This is not a classical educa- 


tion." Dr. Bestor added. "What 
a student needs in this modern 
world is training in the fields I 
have mentioned." 


Professors 
of education a n d 


teachers' colleges are to blame 
for most of the present day ills 
of education, he believes. 


"There should be no separate 


college for education. The whole 
university should take a hand in 
training teachers. For the prac- 
tice of teaching, a department of 
pedagogy should be established," 
he stated. 


'Pedagogy' 


Dr. Bestor said the student 


teacher should take his electives 
in the "department of pedagogy." 


For teachers who are experi- 


enced but are coming back for 
further college training, Dr. Bes- 
tor suggests they take courses in 
the field in which they teach. 


"I've had teachers tell me that 


in summer sessions they just go 
over the same ground they've 
covered before as college stu- 
dents," he added. 


Dr. Bestor added that state 


certification laws should be mod- 
ified and operated on the same 
principles which guide state bar 
associations and medical societies 
in licensing new lawyers 
and 


physicians. 


Proof Of Qualification 


"The state department of edu- 


cation should give new teachers 
examinations or at least evaluate 
their college records," he added. 
"Just because a student has had 
a certain number of credits in 
education does not prove that 
he is sualified to teach." 


Dr. Bestor, who has b e e n 


teaching for the past 25 years, 
said he became involved in the 
education controversy about three 
years ago by virtue of a critical 
statement he made concerning 
education in a speech before the 
American Historical Society.

No Clearcut Pattern 


There was no clearcut pattern of the 


thought of Nebraskans on this matter ol pub- 
lic improvements in last Tuesday's municipal 
elections, although it was apparent by the 
voting that the state's traditional dislike for 
going into debt, coupled with uncertainty over 
the economic conditions now developing, was 
beginning to reassert itself. 


Culbertson, for example rejected a proposal 


for a $160,000 bond issue to Jinancc an addi- 
tion to its high school. 
Dannebrog which 


had been eying a community building turned 
thumbs down on a proposed $15,000 bond 


issue, although there the bonds failed because 
of a lack of the required two-thirds majority. 


By way of contrast, Swnnton's voters be- 


stowed a thumping approval ol a $40,500 bond 
issue to finance a school gymnasium- audi- 
torium, and in equally emphatic tones the 
people ol Holstein gave the green light to the 
construction of a municipal auditorium to cost 
5:50.000. 


N'o doubt effectiveness in orga'ii'.ation and 


presentation had a lot to do with these re- 
sults. 
The people of Nebraska despite their 


aversion to debt are willing to make sacrifices 
wherever convinced there is a genuine need. 


What Does The Farmer Think? 


Mrs. Arthur Bowring of Merriman. who 


with Nebraska's capable Republican national 
committcewoman, 
Mrs. 
Edna 
Donald 
of 


Grand Island, and a group of other Nebraska 
women have been in Washington for a party 
shindig, expressed the opinion that Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson stands "pretty well" 
with Nebraska farmers. "I think," Mrs. Bow- 
ring was quoted as saying, "our people realize 
you can't pull pie out of the sky." 


That could be. 
Rural Nebraska has experienced its ups and 


downs, its hard times and its eras of pros- 
perity. 
Offhand we are of the opinion that 


the last 14 years have been the best rural 
Nebraska has ever known. There have been 
more improvement, more progress, more new 
homes and buildings, more conveniences.

3. federal judge. In the course of a long de- 
bate, at tunes heated, there was no evidence 
that the House action reflected partisanship. 
Republicans joined with Democrats in turning 
down the legislation sought by the attorney 
general.

It was a victory for common sense. Wire- 


tapping at best is ugly business in the or- 
dinary course of the administration of justice. 
It is to be justified only by the existence of a 
grave emergency. In the legal sense, the ob- 
jection to wire-tapping as evidence rests upon 


fairly solid ground 
It is the 


individual, man or woman — 
in the enjoyment of his or 
her liberties as a citizen — 
for whom concern is to be 


expressed. 
There is always the lingering 


doubt whether wire-tapping establishes be- 
yond question identification of the individual. 
The voice is tricky, not infrequently deceiv- 
ing, and not impossible of imitation. Where 
the punishment in the event of conviction in- 
volves the death penalty, the disposition has 
been to rule out evidence based on wire-tap- 
ping. Here in Nebraska, for example, such 
evidence is not admissible and even passage 
of the legislation by Congress probably would 
not change the rule in the state courts. 
Gen- 


erally the courts, federal and state, have 
been cold to evidence based upon wire-tap- 
ping. 


* 
The attorney general might have been in 


a little better position to have gotten what he 
wanted, there is reason to believe, if the 
House had had a little more confidence in 
Mr. Brownell's judicial qualities. In the 
course of the debate, there were charges that 
unlimited authority for the attorney general 
made wire-tapping subject to political abuse 
and "police state" tactics. Sam Rayburn ex- 
pressed what appeared to be House sentiment 
when he said attorneys general come and go: 
the proposal itself fell short of protecting 
American civil liberties.

It would be a happy development if the re- 


buff administered by the House marks a re- 
turn to sanity in Washington's atmosphere. It 
has been on an emotional jag for weeks, a 
state of jitters which finally forced the Presi- 
dent to make a speech intended to reassure 


his people. The House 
action docs not offer 
any 
insurmountable 


obstacle to the fer- 
reting out of spies. 


Wherever ihe circumstances justify such ac- 
tion, the law-enforcement agencies need only 
to go through the regularly recognized chan- 
nels of justice in order to obtain authoriza- 
tion for wire-tapping. They can get it by 
making application to the courts. And thai :s 
better, infinitely better, than "he plar. Mr.

There is a wide variation in the farm pro- 


gram in Nebraska. 
It is impossible to clas- 


sify all farmers in one group, although each 
and every one of them may be living on the 
hind. The diversity and frequently the con- 
flicting interests arise from the fact that there 
is a great variation in the farm program. 


In parts of western Nebraska ranching is 


predominant. So there the chief interest is of 
a livestock character. In central and eastern 
Nebraska, the farm plan may include both the 
production of grain and the production of 
livestock. And in isolated instances, there are 
cases where the farming operation concen- 
trates itself 
simply on the production of 


gram. Then there is dairying and there are 
other sidelines. 


The pocketbook interest of the 
farmer, 


which is an important factor m his thinking, 
will shape to some extent his views on the 
Benson farm program. Benson has more fol- 
lowers among the ranching interests than any 
other branch of agriculture. The grain farmer 
is not enthusiastic for the Benson farm pro- 
gram. The wheat grower and the corn raiser 
include within their ranks Benson's sharpest 
critics. But the farmer is patient and Jong- 
suffering. 
When he becomes aroused, he 


really is mad. Any test of Secretary Benson's 
popularity lies ahead, not behind. And that 
test may include factors other than the sec- 
retary's dogged insistence upon a flexible 
price support program. 


Poor crops and poor prices could put deep 


furrows in Mr. Benson's brow. 


The Other's Game

game is always a dangerous and too often a 
losing business. 


Faster Than The Eye

President Eisenhower thinks he sees the pea 


tinder one walnut, and he says he is delighted 
that the Republican leadership has saved his 
program for 35,000 units of public housing 
next year. 


The friends of public housing will be de- 


lighted that the President is delighted — and 
they will hope he has a right to be. But 
they cannot help being confused by the fact 
that some congressmen think the pea is under 
a different walnut altogether — especially 
sir.ce one such congressman is Rep. Taber of 
New York, chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee and thus a member of the GOP 
leadership whom the President thanked for 
saving the public housing program. 


Rep. Taber says that public housing is, in 


fact, dead. Since R-ep.Taber is one of those 
who is manipulating the walnuts, his judg- 
ment on where the pea is naturally commands 
a certain respect.

Holland, Bill White be- 


came a railroad man at the age 
of 16, under the same circum-

American, Chief Justice E a r l 
Warren, also went to work for 
the railroads. Warren 
became 


a call-boy in a roundhouse be- 
cause he had to support 
his 


family, and White got a $20-a- 
rnonth job on the Erie for the 
same reason. 


White, one of the youngest 


railroad presidents, is now 55 
and has spent 39 years railroad- 
ing. Most of his career was spent 
on the Erie, where his ambition 
v.-as to become a division super- 
intendent at the age of 30. Just 
12 days before his 30th birthday 
in 1937 he became Erie superin- 
tendent at Youngstown. O. Later 
he became vice president of the 
Virginian railway, then presi- 
dent of the Delaware and Lacka- 
\vanna at the age of 43, and for 
the last two years has been 
president of the giant New York 
Central.

Not since the buccaneering 


battle between Jim Hill of the 
Northern Pacific and Ed Harri- 
man of the Union Pacific has 
there been such a battle of the 
railroads. 
And 
having inter- 


viewed the dynamic Robert R. 
Young on television. I wanted 
to get the other side of the story 
from the man who is battling 
with Young for control of the 
New York Central. White had 
some extremely pungent things 
to say about the man who wants 
to take the railroad away from 
him. 


"He's 
made 
people 
believe 


he's done a great job for the 
Chesapeake and Ohio." W h i t e 
said. "But of all the things that 
iv e r e started "by Mr. Young:, 
every one of them was dropped 
because they were not practical 
or they cost too much money. 


"In 1947 Mr. Young was even 


opposed to using Diesel locomo- 
tives because he said it would 
use up our oil reserves. 
The 


other railroads switched to oil. 
and it took Mr. Young two years 
to find out we were right. 


Discussing in detail some of 


Youns's ideas for running the 
New York Central, if he got con- 
trol. White said he approved the 
idea of putting a woman on the 
board of directors if she were a 
stockholder and if she would add 
something to the direction of a 
railroad. But he was opposed to 
the appointment of a woman 
merely because of her sex. Mrs. 
De Witt Wallace, wife of the pub- 
lisher of the Reader's Digest, he 
described as a fine lady but one 
who had been taken in by Young. 
Mr. Young has" proposed her as 
a director of the New York Cen- 
tral. 


LABOR DIRECTORS? 


"What do you think of putting 


this retired "locomotive engineer 
on the board of directors, as Mr. 
Young proposes?" I asked. 


"Labor is smarter than Mr. 


Young thinks it is," the New York 
Central president replied. 


"The workingman is no dummy. 


He won't be fooled by Mr. Young's 
having nominated this retired en- 
gineer. I know this man, and GOO 
stockholders who were at our 
meeting last year know him also. 
So 1 think when Mr. Young docs 
things like that it aids our cause. 
It plays into our hands very 
nicely., because he's attempting 
to fool the people." 


Asked about the sale of 800.000 


shares of New York Central stock 
by the C. and O. to Young's 
friends in Texas, White replied: 


"The C. and O. stockholders 


had been told that the New York 
Central stock was a fine invest- 
ment for C. and O. stockholders. 
But a few weeks later the stock 
went to Mr. Murchison and Mr. 
Richardson. So we're convinced 
the C. and 0. stockholders were 
just pawns in the situation."

Dry Winter, Dust Storms Bring Wheat Outlook Drop 
63 Million 
Bushels In 
State Seen 


I State Briefs: Ashland Planning Easter Egg Hunt 


By the Associated Tress 


The combination of a dry win- 


ter and frequent dust storms was 
reflected Friday m the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture's fore- 
cast of a 63.274.000 bushel winter 
wheat crop. 


The prediction was down nearly 


7 million bushels from the long- 
range forecast of last December 
and was substantially below the 
83 million bushel crop harvested 
in 1953. 


The national wheat crop was 


estimated at 677.981.000 bushels, 
well below last year's production 
as well as the 10-year (1943-52) 
average. 


The Nebraska crop, although, 


expected to be nearly 9 million 
bushels below the 10-year aver- 
age, still would be larger than 
the 1951 crop, which totaled 57,- 
232.000 bushels. 


Last December, the USDA fore- 


saw a total production of 70,718.- 
000 bushels from 7,722.000 acres. 
The late fall drought was re- 
flected in the per acre prediction 
of 19 bushels per acre, compared 
to 22'-2 for 1953 and the 10-year 
average of 19.6. 


'Severe' Deterioration 


- In this week's crop report, the 
State-Federal Division of Agri- 
culture Statistics noted that de- 
terioration of winter wheat was 
"quite severe" in a few of the 
southern counties. But, it added 
"this was offset by improvement 
in the balance of the state" due 
to recent snows. 


The weekly report said con- 


siderable wheat was being aban- 
doned in southwestern counties. 
In central Nebraska, it said, 
wheat is spotted and needs 
moisture badly. 
In southeast 


.Nebraska, the crop was said to 
be spotted, showing wind dam- 
.age and the need of moisture. 


Also to be taken into consid- 


eration in the crop appraisal is 
the fact farmers seeded an esti- 
mated 3,722,000 acres of winter 
•wheat, 15 per cent less than 
seeded a year ago. 'The seeded 
acreage was the smallest since 
1945. 


The monthly report also listed 


Nebraska 
stocks of corn 
on 


farms as 108,017.000 bushels and 
stocks of wheat on farms as j 
24.934.000. 
Oats stocks were 


listed as 15,093,000 and rye a, 
404.000. 


The national wheat produc- 


tion estimate by the Agriculture 
Department is about 72 million 
"bushels below the only other 
estimate for the year, issued 
last December. 


There has been no forecast 


yet for the spring wheat crop. 
A department planting survey 
last month, however, indicated 
a crop of possibly 223 million 
bushels. A spring \vheat crop 
of this size added to the new 
figure for winter wheat would 
give a total wheat crop of about 
901 million bushels.

It also esti- 
mated that 19.3 per cent of the 
acreage seeded to winter wheat 
will not be harvested for grain 
because of weather damage and 
other reasons.

president^! the Chicago Board 
of Trade testified there 
are 


"ominous signs in all sections of 
the country that city taxpayers 
are in no mood to continue to 
tolerate high price supports" on 
farm commodities. 


"It is not inconceivable that 


city people will force the with- 
drawal of all aid for agriculture 
unless intelligent attempts are 
made to appreciably reduce this 
tax burden," Silvester J. Myers, 
board president, told the Sen- 
ate Agriculture Committee. 


The committee is h o l d i n g 


hearings on flexible price sup- 
port legislation introduced by 
Chairman Aiken (R-Vt). 
This 


is the Eisenhower administra- 
tion's proposal that it have au- 
thority to reduce price supports 
on crops when there are surplus 
supplies. 


Meyers said he favors the 


proposed farm program "with 
certain modifications." 
He de- 


scribed it as aimed to reduce 
surpluses and as recognizing in 
principle a need for a commod- 
ity pricing system based on free 
market values, but added:

"As now proposed, the reduc- 


tion in price supports recom- 
mended for both corn and wheat 
during the next few years are 
not sufficient to discourage un- 
needed and wasteful production 
of these commodities."

more unwilling to subsidize the 
cost, we might ask ourselves if 
the next stage won't have to be 
compulsory control without gov- 
ernment price supports," he said.

WASHINGTON 
(/P) — The 


House Appropriations Commit- 
tee accused Secretary Benson's 
Agriculture Department 
of a 


"breach of faith" and "arbitrary 
and unrealistic" actions and then 
voted it more funds than it had 
requested. 


The committee took issue with 


the department's plans to shift 
spending emphasis from "action 
programs" to research and ex- 
tension activities, and declared it 
is for Congress to determine the 
scope of the 
various 
depart- 


mental programs. 


It voted the department $698,- 


741,813 in cash and $320,500,000 
in loan authority for the fiscal 
year starting July 1. This is the 
exact amount of cash requested 
but an increase of 45 million dol- 
lars over the amount sought in 
loan authority by the depart- 
ment. 


Appropriations for the current 
year ran about 36 million more 
in cash and 64 million more in 
loan authorizations. 


Projects Cut 


The bill, which was sent to the 


House 
floor for debate next 


_Monday, cut some of the projects 
in the over-all farm program and 
recommended that the savings be 
added to the school lunch pro- 
gram. 


The department had proposed 


reductions in funds for the For- 
est Service, the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service, crop insurance, the 
R u r a l Electrification Admin- 
istration, Farmers Home Admin- 
istration, school lunches, and for 
disease and pest control work. 


The committee said many of 


the department's proposed cuts 
were made on "an arbitrary and 
unrealistic basis." 


It also described as "arbitrary" 


Benson's freezing of funds for 
some of the "action programs" 
last fall, only a few months after 
the department had pleaded with 
Congress for even more money 
than was finally voted. 


Labelling 
this a breach of 


faith, the committee said the in- 
tent of Congress should not be 
thwarted by freezing appropri- 
ated funds.

Stassen Says 
War Is Not 
Inevitable 


WASHINGTON (M— Foreign Aid 


Chief Harold E. Stassen, express- 
ing belief that war with Russia 
is neither near nor inevitable..de- 
clared the free world is ready 
to do more business with the 
Soviet bloc in the interests of 
peace. 


Stassen outlined the adminis- 


tration's new trade policy to mem- 
bers of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations 
Committee, who chal- 


lenged him to show how it would 
serve to ease world tension. 


A policy of expanded trade. 


Stassen said, was based on the 
belief that "we face a long-term 
struggle with the 
Soviet." 10 


years or more, rather than an 
early or inevitable war. 


Reporting on measures agreed 


upon at a London meeting with 
British and French experts last 
month. Stassen told the senators: 


"In effect, what we are saying 


is that if the Soviet, responding 
to consumer pressure within and 
the contrasting rapid advance of 
the free world, will turn its eco- 
nomic approach toward the paths 
of peace—then this trade can be 
cairied out." 


Wisdom Questioned 


The present ban on U. S. trade 


with Red China is being retained, 
however. 


Four senators questioned the 


wisdom of opening more trade 
channels to Russia, speculating 
that any easing of Russia's need 
for consumer goods might permit 
the Communists to hasten their 
military preparations. 


Sen. Mansfield (D-Mont), not- 


ing a statement by Stassen that 
East-West trade would be broken 
off, 
not expanded, if war was im- 


minent, asked the foreign aid 
chief to reconcile this with recent 
expressions by President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary 
of State 


Dulles that the fighting in Indo- 
China poses "incalculable" peril 
to the free world's security. 


Stassen agreed that Indo-China 


presents "indeed a grave situa- 
tion." but he said it would not 
be proper for him to discuss be- 
fore the committee the Eisen- 
hower-Dulles declarations. 


Trade Expansion 


Stassen conceded that any one 


who starts out with the premise 
that war will come in the next 
year or two would not adopt the 
new trade policy. He said no one 
can say for sure that the So- 
viet will turn its productive ca- 
pacity to more peaceful purposes 
in the next decade, although the 
Western Allies hope to encour- 
age this by a limited expansion 
of trade. 


Sen. H. Alexander Smith (R- 


NJ) asked whether such a course 
might not simply serve to in- 
crease Russia's war potential. 


"I think not." Stassen replied, 


saying that in exchange for what 
they received the Russians would 
have to export something. He 
maintained the

traders, as I believe they are." 


"We are seeking to open up 


the Iron Curtain to what might 
be called the free world's mer- 
chants of a better life," Stassen 
said.

OMAHA UP> — Federal Judge 


James A. Donohoe late Friday 
directed that an order be pre- 
pared giving the American Bus-

days to agree upon wages and 
working conditions. 


If the parties fail to reach an 


agreement by the end of the 10- 
day period, Judge Donohoe di- 
rected that trustees of American, 
in the process of reorganization 
under provisions of the federal 
bankruptcy act, should fix wages 
"with out further court order." 


Judge Donohoe's decision in 


effect reinstated an order by 
Federal Judge John Delehant of 
Lincoln, which rejected agree- 
ments between the company and 
union. Judge Delehant's order of 
March 16, however, was later 
suspended pending the outcome 
of the hearing here. 


Contract 


At issue was an arbitration 


agreement between the two par- 
ties. Both had proposed contract 
changes before termination of 
the contract. In the absence of 
agreement, the matter was to be 
turned over to an arbitration 
board. 


Richard W. Smith, Lincoln, 


c o u r t appointed trustee for 
American, -contended the con- 
tract was no longer in effect. The

Judge Donohoe, at the conclu- 


sion of three days of hearings, 
commented there was ample ev- 
idence to sustain the original 
order of Judge Delehant.
